Washington. Aug. 29 -A standard 
sixteen ounce loaf of bread, to r e a l 
for six cents, b planned by the food 
administration. 
The bread w ill be known as the “Lib­ 
erty Ixia!” or by some similar name 
It will he sold for cash over the coun­ 
ters or by bakers 
who 
deliver 
by 
wagon routes to families. Experiments 
with the pound loaf are now being con 
ducted In two big Washington bick 
errb-s which hate* plaeed their facili­ 
ties at the disposal of the* food admin­ 
istration. 
The loaf will be a1! wheat 
flour. 
Herbert C. Hoover, the administra­ 
tor. has been collecting statistics In 
all parts of the country concerning 
the cost of Tkiking, the cost of flour 
delivered at small and large bakeries, 
profits made tty bakers, and profit* 
made by retail dealers, particularly 
small groceries. 
The result lias convinced the food 
administration that 
a 
sixteen-outo^p 
loaf of all-wheat bread to sell for six 
rents can be produced at a fair profit 
to bakers and dealers. 
Bakers and experts of th food ad 
ministration believe the pound loaf 
is more economical than any other, 
more easily handled, and will retain 
Its moisture, freshness and wholesome- 
ness longe r than smaller loaves. 
The use of mixed flour for bread has 
been carefully conside red bv the rood 
administration ami abandoned for the 
present. Flour of corn, oats and oth* r 
grains will not be made In this coun 
try, as in Europe, at least for a long 
time to come.
